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CONDITION, AND REMEDY 


A serious situation faces the country, Briefly 
it is this: The people are exploitea by the 
moneyed interests as never before. The govern- 
ment is controlled by the moneyed interests as 
never before. And there. is neither a political 
party nor a definite Progmm of action through 
which the people can hope for relief from con- 
ditions that are imtolerable. 

Apparently the war, With its intense stimula- 
tion of popular ae A aspiration, has had 
practically no educative influence on America's 
so-called governing class. By governing class I 
‘mean the small group of very wealthy people 
who, through the economic power, i, e., money 
and the things money ‘commands; control the 
old political parties with an unseen but ade- 
quate hand. On these people the effect of the 
war has been curious. 


Having throughout the war lauded democracy ~ 


to the skies; having rav ranted and raptured 
over it until hand organs played the Marseillaise 
of the French Reds and show girls tripped about 
the stage lilting the magic syllables ‘“Dee-Moc- 
Ra-OCee, our governing class now finds itself 
in an awkward position, It is asked to fill the 
public’s orders for ‘this well-advertised article, 
democracy. And it is caught exceedingly short 
of democracy. In fact, it hasn't a shred of de- 
mocracy on the premises, except that democracy- 
in-the-abstract stuff, which the public has grown 
too canny, to accept, This embarrassing position 
seems merely to have confirmed the determina- 
tion of the governing class to stand to tts guns 
and not yield an inch. Now, more than ever, 
‘the people must be kept under by smooth talk 
-and promises, it possible—but if necessary by 
the bayonet. 

In other words, our organized rich, grown 
strong and confident through the sense of power 
that comes with vast war profits, are now obliged 
to make good or unmask on the democracy issue. 
They have preferred the latter course; and they 
reveal themselves as 3 dangerous and unregen- 
erate group, whose psychology differs in few re- 
spécts from that of the governing class of Prus- 
ai jy ate blind, very ignorant, and not 
averse td violence, And, line the Prussians be- 
fore the war, they are proceeding on a course, 
only imtranationally instead of internationally, 
that if carried out would effectively end gov- 
ernment for and by the people, and give the. 
money power an unchallenged mastery. 

A presidential election is on the horizon; an 
industrig] erists is at hand; discontent is risng 
rapidly: In this crisis, the so-called leaders of 
the old parties aré anything but elements of 
strength. They are elements of weakness and 
danger. They will promise much. They will do 
nothing. There will be no relief, And, sooner 
or later, unless more intelligent and sincere men 
take the reins of power, the country will be up 
against: something easily distinguishable from a 
May-day festival.—Gifford Pinchot. 

The above by Mr. Pinchot is very true, and 
should be subject for sober and continued thought 
by everybody. in America. This Paper has pointed 
all that out before, in order to do its part 
toward setting the people to thinking. 

Mr. Pinchot, a Republican and at the head 
of the government forestry service for years, 
is well calculated to know what he is talking 
about. We agree as to his diagnosis of the dis- 
ease, but do not agree with him as to the medi- 
cine needed to cpre the patient. He goes on to 
explain that a new political party is the proper 
and only remedy, while we are of the opinion 
that a new political party, especially at this 
time, on the eve of a presidential election, would 
not get to first base. 

‘phe people of every party and all parties 
‘should ‘brush aside a lot of howling dervishes tn 
the shape of professional politicians, and take 
charge of their own political organizations in 
every state and in every locality. This will 


_, accomplish much more, at this particular time, 


than the organization of any new party, There 
is such a thing as good political sense as well 
as good common sense, atid right now is a fine 
time to get it out and use it.

„NO MORE PARTIES NEEDED 


This thing of establishing a new political 
party to overthrow the established order of things 
every time some duck’s liver gets out of order 
is being worked overtime. and should be dis- 
couraged, There are too many parties already, 
and also too many religious creeds, some 200 
of the latter. When we get to heaven, all of 
us that are heading in that direction, we will 
find no political parties and no religious sects. 

A ‘few years ago, it will be remembered, a 
bunch of silver enthusiasts walked out of the 
St. Louis Republican convention and organized 
what they termed: the Silver Republican party, 
and later fused with the Democrats at the time 
Bryan was first running. They did not get any- 
where, as they only had one plank, same as the 
Socialists generally have, and the Prohibition 
party. Later on Roosevelt and Hiram Johnson 
bolted the Chicago convention and got up the 
Progressive, or Bull Moose party, ‘which was 
instrumental in electing the Democrats. But 
there are no Bull Moose running around the po- 
litical ‘range unbranded now. And there have 
been a dozen other flashes in the pan. 

The other day a friend of ours who had moved 
into another house took Sunday to straighten 
things out and bring order out of chaos, He 
juggled, the piano around six or seven rooms to 
see how it, would match up with the wallpaper, 
and got all het up, and then went out and sat 
down in the brisk spring breezes and caught a 
cold, showing up downtown next day with a 
grouch as big as the Statue of Liberty’ that/is 
out in New York harbor doing a bum job at, 
* enlightening the world, and declared that he in- 
tended to start a new political party that would 
do away with Sundays altogether, 

Just because it happens to be Sunday is no 
good reason why a man need go out in the 
woods and sit down in poison oak and come 
back all swelled up like czars and kings used 
to be, or anything of that kind. 

Anyhow, we are against forming any new po- 
litical parties just now, and first thing some 
folks know they will land in jail along with Debs 
and others who do such things, 


ASSIMILATING THE ALIEN

the upheaval in Europe begun than our much- 
boasted melting pot“ began to stir, and we 
found out for the first time just how little it had 
really boiled, aud what a mass of unassimilated

been interested enough in this country to become 
citizens, while over ten million owe allegiance 
to foreign governments. 

If American institutions and American ideals 
of justice and morality are to be maintained, 
it is manifest that our assimilating process will 
have to be speeded up. To use force is out gf 
the question. That method has been tried in 
Europe and found unsuccessful. It is neither 
desirable nor effective. 

To accomplish this huge task of Americanizing 
ten millton aliens the various forces of uplift 
and education must join hands with the govern- 
ment in a mighty campaign of education in Ameri- 
ebniam among the alien groups.
